Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -35 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest providing a transfer voltage to a transfer roller based 
upon the resistance of an intermediate transfer medium on which an image is formed. 

Relevant Prior Art 

The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

Matsuura et al disclose an image forming apparatus that includes a support roller 
and a transfer roller which together form a nip with each roller receiving a bias from a 
bias power source. 
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Nishio et al disclose an infiage forming apparatus wliose transfer voltage Is 
controlled according to temperature and humidity. 

Izumi discloses an image forming apparatus that includes a control unit that 
affects a control to set a time period of alternate voltage application switched by a 
switching unit to a transfer roller.
